For example, some of the details were: 



Dan worked for Frontier and, according to a lawsuit which Dan lost (vs. his partner Mark Gottwald), he 
stole the IP and shut down the company. 



He then used this IP to start a new company, Avant Interactive, which ended up raising and spending a 
lot of money and then went out of business. 

I included a copy of what the website looked like. It had a list of clients, but it turns out that they were 
not actual paying clients. 



The figures Dan gave on the WindStream windmill were conflicting and none of the numbers added up. 
It would be impossible to make the revenue for the price he would sell them at and at the quantity that 
could be produced. Also, the device would not have a good value for the money when comparing its 
price to the low amount of electricity it could produce. 

WindStream mentioned a company in Brazil that had made an order for a large amount of its windmills 
and used this as a bargaining ploy. 

However, this Brazilian company was only a shell, and it's client list was completely false. 1 had a friend 
in Brazil check on this company. 

They never even answered their phone. I also visited one of the buildings in KY where they said they had 
installed windmills, and I spoke with the chief engineer there. They said that there had never been any 
windmills on any of their buildings and that they had never dealt with either Windstream or the Brazilian 
windmill company. 
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
